Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1970* 

The  estimated  population  at  mid-year  was  12,010,  compared 
with  11,430  in  1969,  giving  an  increase  in  estimated  population 
of  58O.  The  birth  and  death  rates  are  based  on  this  population 
estimate* 

For  estimating  birth  and  death  rates  for  comparison  with 
the  rates  of  other  districts  and  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales, 
a comparability  factor  is  given  annually  be  the  Registrar  General, 
allowance  being  made  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  in  the 
District.  This  factor  in  1970  was  1.09  for  births  and  1*74  for 
deaths. 

Births  in  1970  were  268  (compared  with  244  in  1969)  giving 
a crude  birth  rate  of  22.3  and  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  24*3 
per  1,000  population.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  16. 0. 
The  illegitimate  birth  rate,  at  4 1°  of  live  births  was  half  that 
for  England  and  Wales. 
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Deaths  during  the  year  numbered  98,  (53  males  and 
45  females)  compared  with  77  in  19&9*  88  in  1968,  83  in 
19^7  and  78  in  1966.  The  death  rate  per  1000  population 
was  8.2,  compared  with  6. 7 in  1 969  and  8*04  in  19680 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.7°  There  were  4 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  compared  with  none  in 
1969  and  5 in  1968. 

There  were  again  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria  or 
Poliomyilitis,  and  it  must  again  be  stressed  that  infants 
should  be  immunised  against  these  diseases,  as  well  as 
against  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  measles.  The  protective 
inoculations  are  available  from  the  family  doctor  and  the 
Welfare  Centre. 

Of  the  98  deaths  during  the  year,  44  were  due  to 
disease  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  i.e.  47$  of 
all  deaths.  Cancer  accounted  for  24  deaths,  i.e.  25$  of 
the  total.  Lung  cancer  caused  the  death  of  5 men. 

Bronchitis,  pneumonia  and  emphysema  caused  11  deaths,  11$ 

of  the  total  deaths.  Thus  circulatory  diseases,  cancer 

and  respiratory  ailments  accounted  for  over  83$  of  the  deaths. 

There  was  one  death  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Five  persons  died  as  a result  of  accidents,  three  being  motor 
accidents.  . . 

There  were  3 new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year,  compared  with  2 in  1969 , none  in  1968  and  2 
in  1967. 

During  the  year,  notifications  were  received  of  4 cases 
of  measles,  7 cases  of  whooping  cough,  6 cases  of  scarlet 
fever,  1 case  of  meningitis,  2 cases  of  dysentery  and  1 case 
of  jaundice.  There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified. 
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Examination  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  Report 
will  show  how  varied  are  the  duties  carried  out  in  the 
Department®  Matters  dealt  with  from  day  to  day  include 
Housingj  Cleansing,  Pood  Hygiene,  Offices,  Slops  and 
Railway  Premises,  Infectious  Diseases,  Meat  Inspection, 
Unsound  Pood  and  Pest  Control  <>

The  Urban  District  of  Connah's  Quay  is  on  the  South 
West  Bank  of  the  River  Dee.  The  climate  is  temperate  in 
all  seasons,  making  the  winter  somewhat  mild  and  giving 
the  district  a healthy  aspect. 

There  is  very  little  unemployment  in  the  District. 

Most  of  the  male  adult  population  are  employed  at  a 
local  steelworks,  or  in  work  connected  with  the  steel 
industry. 

Some  of  the  population  work  at  Courtaulds  Synthetic 
Fibre  Factories  at  Flint  and  Greenfield. 

In  recent  years,  some  local  people  and  especially 
those  who  are  recently  arrived  in  the  district,  work  at 
the  Vauxhall  Motor  Works  at  Ellesmere  Port  in  Cheshire. 

During  the  year  building  of  new  estates  of  dwelling 
houses  continued,  and  with  this  an  influx  of  new  residents. 
It  would  be  desirable  for  the  well  being  of  the  area  if  the 
newcomers  brought  industry  with  them.  Dormitory  towns  and 
long  distance  commuting  to  and  from  work  do  not  foster  a 
sense  of  community.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA* 


The  Central  Flintshire  Water  Board  is  responsible 
for  the  water  supply  for  the  Urban  District  of  Connah's 
Quay ? which  is  drawn  from  The  Alwen  Aquaduct,  the  local 
source  having  been  abandoned* 

During  the  year  26  samples  of  water  from  various 
parts  of  the  district  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  by  the  Health  Department  for  examination 
and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was 
maintained  during  the  year  and  facilities  are  provided 
for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  other  refuse  at  the 
request  of  the  householder* 

The  tip  is  in  a sand  pit  used  by  the  Council,  and 
a Woatherill  Loading  Shovel  is  used  for  covering  and 
levelling  the  deposited  refuse. 

Regular  insect  and  rodent  control  measures  are 
taken  and  there  is  no  evidence  of  any  major  infestation. 


(5).  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 


The  existing  Smoke  Control  Area  has  created  no 
major  problems  during  the  year  under  review,  nor  were 
there  any  complaints  regarding  industrial  users. 
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(6) . SWIMMING  BATH  AND  POOLS 


MR.  W.  H.  CAMPS,  THE  MANAGER  OF  THE  COUNCIL 1 S SWIMMING  BATH 
HAS  SUPPLIED  THE  FOLLOWING  INFORMATION  ON  THE  SWIMMING  BATH. 


"The  Swimming  Bath  was  opened  on  the  12th  August,  1961. 

It  lies  on  the  South  side  of  the  Civic  Centre.  The  pool  is 
110ft.  long  and  42ft.  wide,  this  length  allows  for  National 
Events  to  take  place.  It  is  3ft.  deep  at  the  shallow  end  and 
lift.  6ins.  at  the  deep  end. 

The  whole  of  the  hath  surround  is  tiled  with  non-slip  tiles, 
and  the  pool  is  tiled  with  blue  tiles. 

The  bath  is  provided  with  a 1 metre  and  a 3 metre  spring 
board,  also  a 3 metre  firm  board,  so  diving  competitions  can 
take  place. 

Alongside  the  bath  are  the  changing  rooms,  clothing  storage 
rooms,  shower  baths,  foot  baths  and  toilets  are  conveniently 
placed  for  the  use  of  the  bathers. 

The  pool  holds  188,000  gallons  of  water,  every  4 hours 
this  water  goes  through  a filtration  and  sterilisation  process, 
it  is  drawn  from  pumps  from  the  deep  end  of  the  bath,  it  then 
goes  through  strainers,  and  then  on  to  the  sand  pressure  filters. 
After  filtration,  it  is  re-heated  and  chlorine  is  then  injected 
into  the  water  to  sterilise  it. 

The  chlorine  is  used  not  only  as  a sterilising  agent, 
although  that  is  its  main  function,  but  also  as  an  active  strong 
oxidising  agent  performing  many  other  useful  functions  in  the 
process  of  water  treatment. 

The  water  is  then  returned  to  the  pool  at  the  shallow  end 
of  the  bath. 
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The  hath  staff  take  tests  every  3 hours  to  ensure 
that  the  water  is  kept  at  the  standard  laid  down  hy  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  The  Public  Health  Inspector  also  takes 
samples  from  the  pool  regularly,  these  are  sent  to  a 
laboratory  where  the  water  is  put  through  more  extensive 
tests  then  can  be  carried  out  at  the  baths,  reports  of  these 
samples  are  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  myself* 

The  heat  for  the  bath  is  produced  by  two  oil  burning 
boilers  and  is  thermatically  controlled*  These  boilers  are 
also  used  to  supply  heat  and  hot  water  for  the  Council  Offices 
and  the  Civic  Hall*

There  were  4 cases  of  measles,  compared  with  1 case  in 
1969°  The  7 cases  of  whooping  cough  reflected  the  incidence 
of  the  complaint  throughout  the  Country'  as  a whole.  Diagnosis 
is  difficult  because  the  characteristic  ''Whoop"  is  often 
absent  in  cases  where  the  child  had  been  immunised  in  infancy. 
There  were  6 cases  of  mild  scarlet  fever,  compared  with  3 in 
1969*  In  this  complaint  the  rash  is  slight  or  disappears 
quickly o In  recent  years  scarlet  fever  has  decreased  in 
severity,  and  usually  is  no  more  than  "a  sore  throat  with  a 
rash".  The  meningitis  was  in  a child  of  4 years.  This 
complaint  has  increased  in  recent  years  throughout  the  Country. 
There  was  a case  of  jaundice  in  an  adult.  There  were  2 cases  of 
dysentery  compared  with  6 in  1969.  There  were  no  cases  of  food 
poisoning  notified.

There  were  3 new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
notified*  All  were  men  around  30  years  of  age,  and 
all  had  family  history  of  Tuberculosis® 

Although  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  of  all 
types  has  fallen  in  recent  years,  there  is  no  room 
for  complacency*  It  appears  that  immigrants  bring 
Tuberculosis,  and  travellers  returning  from  Countries 
where  Tuberculosis  is  prevalent  are  liable  to  contrast 
the  complaint* 

Although  there  are  several  excellent  drugs 
available  for  the  treatment  of  the  disease,  the  aim 
should  be  prevention.  The  successful  campaign  which 
was  waged  to  eradicate  Tuberculosis  in  dairy  cattle  is 
an  example  of  what  can  be  achieved  with  the  co-operation 
of  all  those  concerned.
